On January 8th, 1875, the tl 
registered 12° below zero. The river was 
frozen solid, and continued so almost 
without a break until February 15th, that 
day being 3° below. The break up that 
winter did no damage of any consequence. 
On December 9th of the next year the 
river froze up again, with the mercury 
registering 8° below zero. The ice in 
1877 proved more disastrous. On Janu- 
ary 12th tbe steamers Calumet and Ande* 
were sunk by an ice field, while on the 
same day a cake of ice knocked a hole In 
the Big Sandy wbarfboat. 

Two days after tbe ice bad all gone out. 
In 1876, on Christmas Eve, tbe thermome- 
ter registered 7° below, with a freeze up 
until January 7th. The year 1879 was an 
eventful one. On December 17th the 
river was up to 53 feet 4 inches, a rise of 
37 feet 1 Inch in five days. On the fol- 
lowing January 3d, tbe thermometer was 
18° below zero, and the next day, with 
10° below, tbe river froze over solid. On 
January 12th, the steamer .Ktna was 
sunk by ice opposite Ripley. The next 
day the ice went out. 
On December 30th, 1380, with the ther- 
ometer at 6° below, the river again 
froze over. On January 6th, 1881, the 
steamer Eldorado was sunk by the ice at 
Portsmouth, and was a total loss. On the 
8th the ice started here at 9 a. m., and the 
steamer General Lytic was sunk by It.

For the past two days he has 
been on trial in the federal court for 
using the malls for fraudulent pur- 
poses. Tuesday the Jury returned 
verdict of guilty, and Judge liaker 
sentenced him to eighteen months' 
imprisonment, the full extent of the 
law. He was also fined 1300 and 
costs. It developed during the trial 
that Herd man once served time in 
Missouri for embezzlement and bank 
robbery. There are Indictments hang- 
ing over him for fraudulent use of the 
malls in Missouri, Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Pennsylvania Early last summer 
Ilerdman was arrested in this city for 
abusing his wife.

DROWNED LIKE RATS. 
Thirty Miners Lose Their Lives In a Mine 
at Cornwall. 
Losdoji, Jan. 11. — A calamitous acci- 
dent occurred Tuesday at Penzance, 
Cornwall. While a number of men 
were at work in the Wheal Owl mine at 
that place water suddenly rushed in 
and drowned many of the miners. As 
soon as the rush of the water was heard 
those nearest to the main shaft rushed 
Into tho cage and were quickly drawn 
to the surface. Others at a distance 
were overtaken by the water, and their 
cries could be heard resounding through 
the galleries. The number drowned 
has been ascertained to be thirty. 

Later dispatches from Penzance state 
that the water which flooded the Wheal 
Owl mine cam* from an adjacent mine 
which had been closed for many years.

Bis Death Occurred In Washington l»ily 
Wednesday Morning— A Cut Recently 
Decided Against II Im in the§upreme 
Court May Have Had id Effect. 



Washington, Jen. 11.— Benjamin P. 
Butler, the lawyer, statesman, politician 
and millionaire manufacturer, died at 
his Washington residence, Na 230 New 
Jersey avenue, southeast, at thirty 
minutes past one o'clock Wednesday 
morning. The general has always, to 
a more or less extent, made his resi- 
dence in Washington, although many 
of the scenes of his suesessful ventures 
have been located elsewhere. During 
the present winter a case which had 
been decided against him in the high- 
est courts of the state of Massachusetts, 
and in which he took an appeal to the 
U. 8. supreme court, has demanded his 
almost constant residence In this city. 
Every Monday he was a familiar figure 
at the sessions of that body, when ' ' 
decisions were handed down. 

His age, as well aa the general 
pairment of his health, while listening 
to the oral decision*, looking for* his 
own, was a matter of remark time and 
time again. Finally a few weeks ago, 
the case was decided against him. 
• Whether or not the loss of this case, to 
which be had paid such closa attention, 
brought anything more than the sor- 
rows of a caaual defeat will not 
known. 

His death created an immense 
prise, as it was not even known that he 
waa ailing, any more than any i 
who had lived and labored so long 
would be. The announcement this 
morning that he had died at half-past 
1 from failure of the heart created more 
than a little surprise, and at that hour 
of the night details of his taking off 
were more than meager.

EMIGRATION SUSpTnSION. 

The Action of the North Atlantic Steam- 
ship Co. Practically Shots Oft- (Germans, 
Russians sad Poles. 

Lokpon, Jan. 11.— In view of the dan- 
ger from the cholera epidemic in the 
coming spring, the North Atlantic 
Steamship conference, which Includes 
the Allan, the Dominion and the Beaver 
lines, have Instructed all their European 
agents to refuse to book any German 
Immigrants for the United States or for 
Canada, unless the would-be passengers 
had been removed from German terri- 
tory three weeks previous to the sail- 
ing date. This proposition will prac- 
tically suspend all German, Russian 
and Polish immigration, as Hamburg, 
where the eholera has reappeared, 
is the port of exit In addition, by 
strict orders of the conference, all Brit- 
ish or continental Immigration to the 
United States has also been suspended, 
so far as the boats of the companies 
composing that body are concerned. 
Only British and Scandinavian immi- 
grants can be booked for Canada and 
carried there by the lines composing thi 
conference. The Scandinavian outflow 
however, will be very large. The 
agents, on the basis of advices already 
received believe that the present year 
will show the largest number of immi- 
grants ever y et recorded.
